A new eye test for drivers,
based on examinations .of
17,500 California motorists
over the past five years, has

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“WE DEVELOPED the con-
cept of DVA from the fairly,
simple premise that a man in
a car is usually moving while
looking at moving objects,”

THREE TEST units, includ-
ing one in a trailer, visited 46
offices of the California De-
partment of Motor Vehicles
over a three-year period. The
17,500 volunteers, ranging
from 16 to 92 years, took
the DVA and other visual
tests,

Results were sent to De-|
partment of Motor Vehicles
headquarters in Sacramento

said Dr. Albert Burg of th
Institute of Transportation
and Traffic Engineering at
UCLA.

“We felt, therefore, that
dynamic visual acuity might
be more closely related  to
driving performance than any
other kind of eye test.”

To check this out, Dr. Burg
and his co-workers developed
a DVA test in which appli-
cants for driver’s licenses

d checked against driving
records over the previous
three years. Records of the
California Highway Patrol
aAnd insurance companies
were also checked.

After a thorough analysis,
Dr. Burg recommended re-
liable, compact and inexpen-
sive DVA testing machines
and tests instead of, or in ad-
dition to, the usual eye chart
tests for all applicants

The three most often en-
countered “nuisance” fungus
diseases which pester rose
gardeners are Powdery Mil
dew, Orange Rust and Black
Spot. The key condition
which permits any or all of
these s to occur. is
relatively high humidity.

This must' be present be-
fore Fungus can even get
started. Mildew and Black
Spot need humidity, but are
easily controlled with our
definite changes in climate.

Orange Rust is easily rec
ognized y orange spots
which occur on the under
side of the Rose leaflet. It is
an endemic, spore borne dis-
ease which occurs most al-
ways along the dew areas]
Orange Rust must have actual
water droplets on the leaf-
lets since this is a positive
condition necessary for the
spores to sprout.
